It looks, in fact, 
so joyfully ravaged Belgium and France 
was precisely the class which now dom- 
inates Germany. And thus far there seems 
no material opposition to them. Possibly 
those who would resist are waiting only 
for the mandate of a general election. 

If the responsible, industrious middle 
class establishes any kind of a respon- 
sible government representing the entire 
Germany. with which we are at war it‘ will 
be not only human, but greatly to our in- 
terest, to let them supply themselves with 
food and raw materials so that they can 
earn money and pay us or our associates 
what they owe.
